Reports of disaffections and exe- 


cutions within the ranks of Spain's 
Insurgent armies came simultane- 
ously with government claims of 
advances on three fronts. 


Antipathy to the Italians who 


have played an important role in 
the insurgents' fight to win all 
Spain, said reports reaching Bay- 
onne, 
France, 
caused 
plotting 


within the insurgents' own ranks. 


Widespread executions were said 


to have followed discovery of the 
plots, believed directed not at in- 
surgent Generalissimo Franco but 
against Italian influence. 
Insurgent sources in France em- 
phatically denied the reports as 
"fantastic." Reliable informists at 
Bayonne declared, however, it was 
certain there was serious dissatis- 
faction among the insurgents, par- 
ticularly since the defeat of an 
Insurgent army—said to have in- 
cluded thousands of Italians—on 
the Guadalajara front. 
Even Italian volunteers were re- 
ported executed upon suspicion of 
implication in a conspiracy at the 
•outhern seaport of Algeciras. 


The government announced new 
advances on the Guadalajara front, 
the Cordoba front to the south 
of Madrid and the Avila front to 
the west. Insurgents disputed some 
of these. 
Official sources In London, re- 
plying to Spanish insurgent asser- 
tions that Spanish 
government 
vessels were using the British flag 
to protect themselves, declared "no 
interference with British shipping 
on the high seas will be toler- 
ated."

Wednesday hinged upon negotia- 
tions in New York. 
Last minute efforts to break a 
persistent deadlock between Unitec 
Mine Workers officials and the 
operators might, in view of previ- 
ous eleventh 
hour 
agreements 
prove successful, some observers 
believed. 
Persons close to negotiations in 
Lansing, Mich., where Chrysler of- 
ficials and leaders of the United 
Automobile Workers are striving 
to reach an accord, believe a set- 
tlement 
imminent. 
The parley 
guided by Gov. Murphy, is deal-

The Omaha 
organization charged "cowardice" 
and referred to recent treatment 
of the amendment as the "dirtiest 
day's work in Nebraska legisla- 
tive history-"

as an "insult" to the legislature 
and a direct threat to every mem- 
ber.

That he 
had strong muscles was apparent 
in the terrible injuries inflicted on 
Frank Byrnes. 
Both mother and daughter had 
b e e n assaulted, and detectives 
agreed that from the method of 
the slaymgs he must have attacked 
and slam the mother, then calmly 
sat down to await Veronica, kill- 
ing Byrnes with an ice pick when 
the club bartender came home in 
the meanwhile. 
Still in custody, altho police had 


announced his alibi was perfect, 
was Georges "Big French" Gueret, 
an unemployed chauffeur who had 
once roomed with the Gedeons and 
who had been looking for them 
the night of the murders A pow- 
erfully built man of 46, he in- 
sisted two bloodstained handker- 
chiefs found in his room had been 
used to stop nose bleeding. 


Nevertheless the handkerchiefs 


were being analyzed by city chem- 
ists. Gueret, who is said to have 
a tendency to annoy women when 
intoxicated, was reported under 
the influence of liquor Saturday 
night. 
Joseph Gedeon, estranged hus- 


band and father of the victims, 
believed that his pleasure loving 
daughter may have tantalized one 
of her many suitors until he was 
unbalanced by jealousy.

'arm Structures in State 


Are in Bad Bepair, 


Survey Shows. 


In the opinion of Ruby M. Loper, 


assistant 
extension agricultural 


sngineer at the University of Ne- 
braska, two years of good crops 
old at fair prices would result in 
a period of building activity never 
before equalled in Nebraska. Writ- 
ing in "Agricultural Engineering," 
Miss Loper says, "Farm buildings 
thruout Nebraska are in a bad 
state of repair. The state is now 
in a period of its development 
when the structures built in an 
sarly day have reached the end of 
their normal life span. 
"Also, many 
buildings 
which 


would have given good service for 
another 10 or 15 years, if they had 
had adequate maintenance, have 
suffered 
hastened 
deterioration 
rrom lack of care. Maintenance of 
farm buildings in this state has 
gradually 
decreased until 1932, 


since when it has been practically 
nonexistent. 
To make matters 
worse, -weather conditions the past 
several years 
have added their 
ravages." 


Miss Loper bases her conclu- 
sions on a survey conducted by 
CWA in 1934, covering a repre- 
sentative 10 percent of the coun- 
:ies. In order to be prepared to 
lelp farm housewives with their 
building plans when once the boom 
begins, the university has distri- 
auted 5,500 questionnaires to find 
out just what farm woman want 
In the way of modern home ar- 
rangements. From this study, the 
writer found that the amount Ne- 
braska families would be willing 
to spend for new homes in normal 
iimes varied from $1,500 to 58,000 
more than 50 percent coming in 
the $3,200 group. Wood construc- 
tion 
was 
the 
favorite, 
while 


opinion was 
evenly 
divided be- 


tween one and two story houses. 
Says Miss Loper in regard to 


tier attempt to provide farm fami- 
lies with plans which will be 100 
percent efficient: 


"We have solicited help from the 


department 
of 
architecture 
in 
working out the designs. The de- 
partment of home economics will 
be asked for criticism of arrange- 
ments, after which plans will then 
be sent to key homemakers over 
the state for suggested improve- 
ment. Most families do not inves! 
in more than one house in a life- 
time, and mistakes in planning 
and construction cannot be cor- 
rected easily. Therefore, it be- 
hooves those of us in farm hous- 
ing work to give the farm families 
homes they want. Such plans can- 
not be prepared over night, and 
if we are to be ready when ham- 
mers start ringing- on almost every 
farm, intensive work must be done 
now."

The 32 year old educator was 
questioned at length by the com- 
mittee members after he had testi- 
'ied in opposition to the Roosevelt 
court bill and suggested as an al- 
ternative a constitutional amend- 
ment to limit the terms of supreme 
court justices to IS years. 
Griswold testified that he had 
leard from "friends in Washing- 
ton" that some administration ad- 
visors had once suggested estab- 
ishment 
of 
a 
"constitutional 
irt" inferior to the suprem« 
court to pass on 
constitutional 
questions. 
Appeals could be taken to the 


supreme bench, he explained, only 
when the "constitutional court" in- 
validated a federal law. 


He added that he "understood"1 


Justices Brandeis, Stone and Car- 
dozo were to be asked to resign 
'rom the supreme court to sit on 
the new tribunal.

Griswold agreed with Senator

«t the address delivered by Senator 
CUuM of Virginia follows: 
The speaker this evening is Car- 
ter Glass, senior senator of Vir- 
ffinia in the congress of the United 
States. Never in my career until 
BOW have I ventured to debate be- 
lor* the public a measure pending 
In the senate and awaiting de- 
cision there, but the proponents of 
.the problem to which I shall ad- 
dress myself have, seemed fearful 
of a deliberate consideration of the 
proposal to pack the supreme court 
«f the United States; they have 
defiantly avowed their purpose to 
take the discussion into 
every 


forum, with the unconcealed in- 
tention of bringing pressure to 
bear on members of congress to 
•ubmit obediently to the frightful 
suggestion 
which has come to 
them from the white house. The 
challenge has been accepted by 
those who oppose the repugnant 
•cheme to disrupt representative 
government in the nation, and the 
battle is on to the end. 
Confessedly I am speaking from 
the depths of a soul filled' with 


• bitterness against a proposition 


which appears to me uterly desti- 
tute of moral sensibility and with- 
out parallel since the foundation of 
the republic. However, I am not 
speaking my own mind alone; the 
character and intelligence of the

Challenge to Proponents. 


I here and now challenge the 
proponents 
of 
this 
startling 


cheme to pack the supreme court 
"or the avowed purpose of validat- 
ing acts of congress already de- 
cided to be unconstitutional to 
produce 
one word written 
or 
spoken by Thomas Jefferson in 
advocacy of such a thing. If there 
ever was a public man -who, aside 
Irom an unimpeachable character, 
could have been suspected of a 
desire to do such a frightful thing 
.t was Thomas Jefferson. He hated 
John Marshall, chief justice of the 
court, who was his kinsman, and 
Marshall hated Jefferson. The lat- 
ter bitterly condemned Marshall's 
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opinion*. 
Aside from his clear 


discernment of the vital impor- 
tance of the checks and balances 
incorporated in the constitution 
and his conception of judicial pro- 
priety, 
Jefferson 
would 
never 
have suggested such a thing- for 
the reason subsequently stated 
with characteristic clarity and 
force by Woodrow Wilson when 
he said: 
"It is within the un- 
doubted constitutional power of 
congress to overwhelm the oppo- j 
sition of the supreme court on any 
question by increasing the number 
of justices and refusing to confirm 
any appointments 
to the new 
places which do not promise to 
change the opinion of the court. 
But we do not think such a vio- 
lation of the spirit of the constitu- 
tion is possible, simply because we 
share and contribute to that pub- 
lic opinion which makes such out- 
rages upon constitutional morality 
impossible by standing ready to 
curse them." 
In like tenor with views enter- 
tained and frequently expressed by 
Woodrow Wilson were the pro- 
found convictions of another illus- 
trious democrat of the modern 
era. 
A practical student of gov- 
ernment, a lover of his country, 
pre-eminent for courage and com- 
mon sense, Grover Cleveland had 
a reverential regard for the con- 
stitution and the courts. 
Nothing 


on the earth could have induced 
this stern patriot to lay impious 
hands upon either to say or do 
anything designed to inflame un- 
instructed public opinion against 
them. 


A Subservient Court. 


Telegram after telegram, letter 
after letter, sent me by the thou- 
sands, have said, "God bless the 
supreme court." But wno wants 
God to bless a packed supreme 
court? 
Who wants to invoke di- 
vine blessing on a court not con- 
stituted to put "a check upon un- 
authorized freedom and restraint 
upon dangerous liberty," but re- 
organized to validate acts of con- 
gress in contravention of the con- 
stitution as now interpreted and 
to expound the constitution in 
subservient obedience to the whims 
or obsessions or misguided judg- 
ment of a president of the United 
States? 
Woodrow 
Wilson said 
such a court and those responsible 
for it would receive the curses of 
the 
American 
people. 
Grover 


Cleveland said the supreme court 
was created for no such sinister 
purpose. 
Our God still being in 
the heavens, it is my belief He 
would regard as unhallowed any 
invocation of His blessing on a 
court like that. We would better 
abolish the supreme court and, by 
the required process, do away out- 
right with thjC constitution if they 
are to be made the playthings of 
politicians. 


What did Cleveland mean by 
checks and balances against "un- 
authorized freedom and dangerous 
liberty?" He was uttering ad- 
monition against legislative or 
executive invasion of the rights 
of the states, reserved to them 
under the constitution, and to be 
"guarded and protected" by the 
supreme court He meant what a 


governor ot a great state, after- 
ward 
president 
of the 
United 
States, meant when, seven years 
ago he made a vehement plea for 
respecting state rights and un- 
sparingly denounced government 
by "commissions and regulatory 
bodies and special legislation." The 
governor warned that: 
"To bring about government by 
oligarchy—masquerading as de- 
mocracy—it is fundamentally es- 
sential that all authority and con- 
trol b« centralized in our national 
government. We are safe from the 
danger of any such departure from 
the principles on which this coun- 
try was founded just so long as 
the individual home rule of the 
states is scrupulously preserved 
and fought for whenever they seem 
in danger." 


Roosevelt in 1930. 


This was Franklin D. Roosevelt 
in March, 1930. When before, may 
I venture to ask, in the history 
of the country has this nation 
more nearly approached the situ- 
ation thus deplored? With federal 
regulating bodies in every com- 
munity of the states and federal 
bureaus in Washington bursting 
the bounds of marble palaces and 
.overflowing into business houses 
and private homes, and with the 
states required supinely to sub- 
mit their legislative statutes to 
the

bureaucratic 
boards here before they can get 
back a pittance of the prodigious 
sums picked from the pockets of 
their people in the form of taxes, 
state rights, as well as the se- 
curity and independence of private 
enterprise, are fast disappearing.

flect the fury of its proponents 
against the supreme court of the 
United States for certain of its 
recent 
decisions 
asserting 
the 
rights of the states and individ- 
uals and private business under 
the law and prohibiting the pro- 
posed invasion of 
these by 
ill- 
digested congressional legislation, 
largely devised by inexperienced 
and 
incompetent academicians ? 
That is precisely what it is all 
about. Had the judicial decisions 
sanctioned these rankly unconsti- 
tutional measures, who believes 
there would have been this unre- 
strained abuse of the court and 
this 
unprecedented attempt 
to 
flank the constitution by putting 
on the 
bench six judicial wet 
nurses to suckle the substance 
out of the 
opinions of 
jurists

spirit 
of 
independence 
keeps pace with their profound 
knowledge of the law. 
That the purpose of the court 
project has, accurately bean stated 
by me is no longer in 
serious 
question. The president 
in 
his 
message to congress 
implicitly 


conceded the proposition when he 
said if given legislative sanction 
for this irregular scheme there 
would be no necessity of appeal- 
ing to the 
people to so amend 
their constitution as to authorize 
the things for which the supreme 
court had said there is now no 
authority, as well, perhaps, as un- 
mentioned 
schemes 
of 
"unfet- 
tered" 
delegation of 
legislative 


power. That 
can mean 
nothing 


els* than that it was then the ex- 
ecutive determination to select 
six new judges who would invali- 
date acts of congress already pro- 
nounced unconstitutional and con- 
templated acts of a similar kind. 
Every speech made since, whether 
at the fireside or elsewhere, has 
confirmed this interpretation of 
the president's message to con- 
gress. If that, in plain terms, isn't 
"packing the supreme court" for 
well defined purposes, I confess 
my inability to supply a better 
definition. 


Purpose of Proposed Change. 


Moreover, the advocates of the 
scheme themselves reveal this 
purpose—some of them warily 
enough to have produced merri- 
ment in the committee room, while 
others have bluntly, and with evi- 
dent lack of shame, said outright 
that this is the ghastly object of 
the proceeding. Still others specify 
some of the voided acts they pro- 
pose to revive and render valid by 
the votes of the six new justices 
whom the country is assured will 
be selected for their "bias." One 
of these acts, which lost American 
farmers their export markets and 
necessitated 
the importation of 
foreign foodstuffs to fed our own 
people, was nullified by two-thirds 
of the supreme court; but by add- 
ing to the 
minority 
the 
six 
"biased" votes to be packed onto 
the court, this decision may be 
overridden 
Another of the acts, voided by 
a unanimous vote of the supreme 
court and proposed to be revived 
for reversal, would severely test 
the persuasive powers and great 
legal 
attainments 
of 
the 
six 
"biased" justices, since it is diffi- 
cult for six votes to subvert nine, 
no matter what the disparity of 
ages. Ali nine supreme court jus- 
tices threw out the so-called NRA 
as an "unfettered" delegation of 
power, as it was an amazing 
thrust of federal jurisdiction into 
every conceivable private business 
of the country. 
We are told this is to be revived, 
along -with the Guffey coal bill of 
somewhat a like nature, also de- 
clared unconstitutional by the su- 
preme court, and I am wondering 
if we are to witness the same sort 
or organized propaganda in their 
behalf as" distinguished one oracle 
of the NRA, now prominently 
mentioned as one of the "biased" 
wet nurses of the supreme bench. 
In his first speech this man impu- 
dently denounced every American 
citizen as a "slacker" who should 
not volunteer obedience to the 
NRA. 


Biased and Submissive Court. 
What other and how many pe- 
culiar schemes of government are 
to be presented for submissive leg- 
islative action in confident expect- 
tation that they will meet with the 
favor of the "biased" half dozen 
who are to adorn the bench, is 
left to our imagination, because 
not exactly specified in the pro- 
claimed program. We are simply 
given to understand that the presi- 
dent has a "mandate from the 
people" to so reconstruct the su- 
preme court as to have it sanction 


whatever the white house proposes 
to an agreeing congreM, particu- 
larly if it involves no "check upon 
unauthorized freedom," to quote 
Grover Cleveland again, or "re- 
straint on dangerous liberty." 
But "we know there has -been 
no such mandate from the people 
to rape the supreme court or to 
tamper with the constitution. The 
constitution belongs to the people. 
It was written by great representa- 
tives of the people, chosen for the 
purpose, and was ratified by the 
people as the supreme charter of 
their government, to be respected 
and maintained with the help of 
God. With the consent and by man- 
date of the people their constitu- 
tion provides how it 
may 
be 
amended to meet the requirements 
of the ages. It has always been 
so, and no administration in the 
history of the republic has at- 
tempted to flank the constitution 
by a legislative short cut so vividly 
denounced by Woodrow Wilson as 
"an outrage upon constitutional 
morality." 


The people were not asked for 
any such -mandate. They were 
kept hi ignorance ,-of any such 
purpose. 
Why should we not proceed, as 
in honor we are bound to do, by 
first 
contriving 
legislation 
for 
social 
and 
economic 
security, 
painstakingly drafted 
by compe- 


tent lawyers with a clear concep- 
tion of the constitutional 
pro- 
hibitions 
against 
invading 
the 
rights of business and individuals 
by a species of confiscation and 
by utter indifference for reserved 
powers 
of 
the 
states? 
Why 
should we not quit legislating by 
pious preambles and conform our 
enactments to the requirements of 
the constitution and thus put upon 
notice the cabal of amateur ex- 
perimenters that we will have no 
more of their trash. Let us have 
no more 
bills for 
"unfettered" 
delegation 
of a u t h o r i t y , so 
obviously unconstitutional as to 
have prompted the president to 
make an unhappy appeal for dis- 
regarding all "reasonable doubts." 
Let us meet the issue confidently, 
but with a determination to pro- 
mote the general welfare of the 
nation and not merely to surren- 
der control of the government to 
special groups. 


Let People Decide. 


If it then be found that we were 
mistaken in the expressed belief 
that the constitution is ample to 
our purposes, let us do what we 
promised to do and appeal to the 
people to amend their supreme 
law. Let the impatient proponents 
of the pending scheme turn to the 
advice of George Washington to 
his famous farewell address in 
which he admonished against dis- 
regarding "reciprocal 
checks in 
the exercise of political power," 
saying: "If, in the opinion of the 
people, the distribution or modi- 
fication of the constitutional pow- 
ers be in any particular wrong, 
let it be corrected by an amend- 
ment in the way in which the con- 
stitution designates. But let there 
be no change by usurpation, for 
tho this in one instance may be 
the instrument of good, it is the 


customary weapon by which free 
governments are destroyed." 
Let those who would confide to 
the president 
complete control 
over the supreme court by sanc- 
tion of an obedient congress re- 
read the farewell address of An- 
drew Jackson in which he cau- 
tioned the country against the 
jeopardy to their liberties of a 
consolidated government and the 
evil consequences of "permitting 
temporary circumstances, or the 
hope of better promoting the pub- 
lic welfare, to influence, in any 
degree, our decisions upon the ex- 
tent of the authority of the gen- 
eral government. Let us abide by 
the constitution as it is written," 
he urged, "or amend it in the con- 
stitutional mode if it be found de- 
fective." 


And, in this connection, it might 


be well for the proponents of this 
court packing scheme, who started 
their campaign by taking the 
name of Thomas Jefferson in vain, 
to remember that Jefferson's bit- 
terness against the supreme court 
was provoked by the very thing 
they now advocate. 


Real Issue in Controversy. 


I venture to beg the public not 
to be _diverted from the real issue 
involved in this controversy. Con- 
testing the court's constitutional 
authority to void acts of congress 
is idle surplusage. The court has 


exercised this implied power for 
130 years. It has been regarded 
as an indispensable power in gov- 
ernment under a written constitu- 
tion. There must be a supreme 
tribunal to which every citizen, 
high or humble, rich or poor, may 
appeal for the vindication of his 
rights and the preservation of lift, 
hbeity, and property. Long befor* 
the supreme court was established 
this principle was presented by 
Chancellor Wythe, Jefferson's law 
teacher, with respect to acts of 
parliament and decrees of th« 
crown. It is a waste of time to 
discuss now this and other moot 
questions not touched in the re- 
motest sense by the pending prop- 
osition. Under the bill sent up to 
congress, prepared by God knows 
whom, the six substitute justice* 
would exercise the 
established 


power to rule finally on the act* 
of congress; and the dangerous 
circumstance faces the nation that 
we know pretty well in advanc* 
what their rulings would be. Th« 
question of majority or other nu- 
merical decisions is not compre- 
hended in the white house pro- 
posal, nor the right of congress to 
review and reverse the court's de- 
cisions. The predominant question 
is whether the practice of a cen- 
tury under an independent judi- 
ciary is to be abruptly terminated 
by authorizing the president to

New principles of constitutional 
law, of transcendent importance 
to the farmer, the railroad employe 
and laborers generally as well as 
to the lowest paid women workers 
of the nation, came from the su- 
preme court of the United States 
in three eventful decisions within 
the last 24 hours. 
Politicians and those of con- 
troversial mind who have been at- 
tacking the "rune old men" will 
find it difficult to attack the latest 
decisions as "reactionary," just as 
conservatives, who may be dis- 
appointed by some of the new 
tenets of governmental philosophy 
announced, will not be able justly 
to argue that the supreme court 
has gone "liberal" or radical. 
For is it customary to find the 
so called conservatives of the su- 
preme court arguing on behalf of 
equal rights for women, equal bar- 
gaining power, and an assertion 
that women must not be discrim- 
inated against, as, indeed, is now 
insisted by some of the leading- 
feminist organizations in the land ? 
It was Justice Sutherland, speak- 
ing for Justices McReynolds, But- 
ler and Van Devanter, who insisted 
that, to deprive women of their 
right to contract for whatever 
wages they wish to work for, while 
at the same time refusing, doubt- 
less because or constitutional bar- 
riers, to apply the same rule to 
men, calls for condemnation of tie 
minimum wage law of the state 
of "Washington as arbitrary. 
The overruling of a previous 
decision of the supreme court is 
so rare that the circumstances 
under which the 5 to 4 ruling- 
of 14 years ago has just been 
reversed by another 5 to 4 ruling 
the other way will be promptly 
seized upon by opponents of the 
present "court as an example of 
individualistic judgment even tho 
tile decision does go the way the 
administration wished it to go. 
But the truth is the same decision 
that was rendered this week up- 
holding the minimum wage law of 
the state of Washington migiit 
easily have been rendered witti re- 
spect to the New York state min- 
imum wage law last year had not 
the attorney general of the state 
of New York insisted along with 
other counsel on a strategy in ar- 
guing the case which actually pre- 
vented the supreme court from 
ruling again on the Adkms case 
of 1923. The majority opinion of 
a year ago specifically said that 
the petitioner did not ask for a 
reversal of the 1923 ruling and 
instead contended that the New 
York -tate law was different from 
the law declared invalid in 1923. 
This gave the supreme court of 
the "United States no leeway, in- 
deed, as it is a rule of the court 
that it must accept the ruling of 
a state supreme court as to what 
a state law means, and the highest 
court in New York state had taken 
a different view of what the min- 
imum wage law meant than had 
the attorney general of New York 
state in his argument. 


Court Free to Rule. 


Now, 
however, with the state of 
Washington law, there was no such 
embarrassment. The supreme court 
was free to overrule the 1923 de- 
cision, and it is significant that 
Chief Justice Hughes concurs in 
the view of Chief Justice Taf t, who 
dissented m the 1D23 decision, 
which held invalid 
a minimum 
wage law of the District of Colum- 
bia.Mr. Hughes did not reverse his 
decision ot a year ago because 
then he claimed that women were 
entitled to special protection and 
that the state of New York was 
well within its rights in passing 
a minimum wage law for women. 
What the chief justice did do, how- 
ever, was to introduce a new line 
of argument for the sustaining of 
a state law. He declared that the 
question ot a subsistence wage was 
wholly separate rrom the question 
of compelling an employer to pay 
a wage he did not \vish to pay or 
from preventing an employer from 
hiring" anybody he pleased to work 
for hum. Mr. Hughes pointed out 
that exploitation 01 women s labor 
was a consideration for the state 
itself to prevent as a matter of 
public interest ard as a matter of 
protection to the state treasury. 
He made tins significant comment: 


"The 
commumtv is not bound to 


provide what is in etfect a subsidy 
for unconscionable employers.' 
There is nothing: m the majority

Proposal Without Precedent. 
I have said rhi« proposal to 
pack the supreme court is without 
precedence in American jurispru- 
dence and that we must go back 
for a. corresponding scheme to the 
infamous processes of the British 
star chamber. MaCauley gives us

incident. When the 
long- 


wanted, a servile court to sanction 
his purposes, contrary to decisions 
rendered, he summoned the chief 
justice to the palace and told him 
peremptorily that he would t>* dis- 
missed 
imlf>!«« he changed 
his 


opinions. "Sire," said the coura- 
geous chief justice, "my position 
is of little concern to me, since I 
have not many years to give, hut 
my convictions are of vital im- 
portance, and I am humiliated to 
find that your majesty could think 
me capable of altering my mind 
merely to retain my place!" The 
chief justice then bravely admon- 
ished his kingly master: "Tour 
majesty may find 12 judges of 
your mind, but hardly 12 honest 
lawyers." Needless to say the chief 
justice was dismissed, just as the 
offending members of the supreme 
court have been rudely told to 
"begone" if they do not relish the 
proposed mortification of being 
supplied with six judicial wet 
nurses, and well might any one 
or all of these eminent jurists, in 
imitation of that fearless English- 
man, say to the appointing power: 
"You 
may find six judges of your 


mind, but not sis constitutional 
lawyers." 


Should the iniquitious scheme

character of the nation will be in- 
terested to 
know -what 
lawyer 


of notable 
attainment or

pendent spirit would be willing 
to go on the supreme court bench 
in such circumstances or could 
regard such an appointment as an 
honor.

Asking for Biased Court.

I am far from intimating that i 
the president of the United States j 
is incapable of selecting suitable 
men for the supreme court. I am 
simply accepting his own word and 
that of his spokesmen to the effect 
that he wants men "biased" in 
behalf of his legislative and ad- 
ministrative projects, who may be 
counted on to reverse the supreme 
court decisions already rendered 
and give such other decisions of 
policy as may be desired. This is 
not my view alone: it is the con- 
clusion of millions of alarmed 
citizens thruout the nation. 


The assumption of 
the 
pro- 
ponents of this scheme to tamper 
with the court and the constitution 
that only they are the president's 
real friends, has no justification 
in fact. He is not a fnend of the 
president who would subject him to 
the biting indictment -which Rud- 
yard Kipling applied to a famous 
autocrat -who answered a petition 
from his people with the imperious 
assertion that "TMs is my country. 
These are my laws. Those who do 
not like to obey my laws can 
leave my country." Wrote Kipling: 
He sball break hzs judges if they cross his 
-word; 
He shall rule above the law, calllsc on 
the Lard- 
Strangers ot his counsel. MreUiyss ot his 
pay. 
These shau deal out Justice: SeU—deny— 
delay 
We shall take our station, dirt beneath. 
his feet. 
While his hired captains Jeer u» in the 
street. 


Rather is he the real friend of 
the president who will command 
to his serious attention the ring- 
ing words of Thomas Jefferson 
•when 
he 
proclaimed 
himself 
"against writing letters to judi- 
ciary officers" hecause he "thought 
them independent of the execu- 
tive, not subject to its coercion 
and therefore not obliged to at- 
tend to its admonitions." 
In conclusion, my friends, let 
me press upon you the solemn 
warning of a world renowned stu- 
dent

ment. John Stuart Mill, when he 
said: "A people coay prefer a free 
government, but if from indolence, 
or carelessness, or cowardice, or 
want of public spirit, they are un- 
equal to the exertions necessary 
for preserving it; if they will not 
fight for it when directly"attacked;

This prece- 
dent was the ground for the rui- 
ng a year ago on a New York 
statute. The 1922 Adkms decision 
leld that such a law would be 
a violation of the due process 
clause of the constitution. 


"In each case," said Chief Jus- 


tice Hughes, "the violation alleged 


those attacking minimum wage 


regulation for women is depriva- 
tion of freedom of contract. What 
s this freedom? The constitution 
does not speak of freedom of con- 
tract. It speaks of liberty and 
prohibits the deprivation of liberty 
without due process of law. 


"In prohibiting that 
depriva- 


tion," Justice Hughes continues, 
'the constitution does not recog- 
nize an absolute and uncontrollable 
liberty. Liberty in each of its 
phases has its history and conno- 
tation. But the liberty safeguarded 
is liberty in a social organiza- 
tion which requires the protection 
of law against the evils -which 
menace the health, safety, morals 
and welfare of the people." 


At this point the chief justice, 


voicing the views of the majority 
of five, and the president are not 
far apart. 


One case does not formulate a 


policy. The court and the presi- 
dent may come to blows again. 
But for the moment, the presi- 
dent should be rather well satis- 
fied with the court. Those who 
contend that court decisions al- 
ways follow the trend shown in 
national elections will find great 
enjoyment in this decision.

foreign offices of severa; 


countries hold that 15 years is too 
close to current events to permit 
the releasing of diplomatic corres- 
pondence for public consumption 
It is easy to see how that idea 
might gam footing abroad. Diplo- 
matic correspondence exchangee 
15 years ago, in 1922, and in the 
years immediately preceding 1922 
takes us back to the war and 
immediate post-war period. Those 
were turbulent times in Europe. 


During that period the soviet 


government was consolidating its 
gains in Russia. Germany was in 
the formative stage of the repub- 
lic which later gave way to dic- 
tatorship under Hitler. France was 
the scene of events which have not 
even today, reached a climax. In

which lead up to the fascist march 
on Rpme and eventual dictatorship 
by Mussolini. England is still feel- 
ing repercussions of political de- 
velopments during that period.

He took ad- 
vantage of the fact that Lewis 
lad placed himself out on a limb, 
and he proceeded to shake that 
imb in vigorous fashion. 


The man or element that keeps 


within the law in his activities is 
always on the safe side. It is the 
only safe side for labor at any 
;ime. The tendency in congress is 
to enact legislation more favor- 
able to labor than in past years. 
Several measures of this chara- 
:ter have already passed, and as 
long as governmental action is 
confined within the limits of the 
constitution which means that it 
is not in conflict with the primary 
rights of others—labor may reas- 
onably expect to secure further 
protection" and 
be more 
ade- 


quately armed to fight its battles. 
Its main interest, therefore, rests 
with the supremacy of law. It 
cannot demand enforcement of 
laws in its favor and scorn laws 
that may temporarily 
interfere 


with its attainment of partcular 
ends. Green is by far the safer 
leader when he takes that view.

DR. BRADY'S HEALTH TALK. 


Streamline Diagnosis. 


It stands to reason, doesn't it, 
that a healer of whatever school 
or method must know what ails 
you before he can apply that right 
reatment or give any relief. 


The science and art of determin- 
ng what ails a given person is 
called diagnosis. Knowing how to 
do it is science, knowledge ac- 
quired by study; doing it is art, 
skill acquired by experience. Some 
of us docs are good at telling fcow 
t should be done. Some of vis are 
even better at telling what diet, 
3ath, manipulation or other rem- 
:dy or treatment is best for a 
given complaint. Where the real 
doctor comes in is when you fall 
unsconscious and it becomes de- 
sirable to determine whether you 
have 
diabetic 
coma, 
fractured 
skull, cerebral hemorrhage (apo- 
plexy), heat exhaustion or some 


d of poisoning, and this calls 
/or diagnostic skill—unless there 
s a reporter handy to settle the 
question 
immediately 
and 
an- 
nounce whether you will live. 


Diagnosis in the Victorian era 
rested 
solidly 
on 
pathological 


anatomy, on observation of the 
changes in structure, form, size, 
feel, weight and consistence in the 
organs postmortem. The great Dr. 
Osleu (Sir William) laid the foun- 
dations for his career in the au- 
;opsy room of Montreal General 
hospital, where he was the first 
sathologist. Prior to Osier's ad- 
vent each member of the hospital 
staff conducted the autopsies on 
his oxvn patients—naturally the 
old timers were pretty jealous 01 
each other and disliked the idea 
of even their intimate colleagues 
pawing over their work after a 
case was finally closed. In the at- 
mosphere in which he worked so 
mthusiastically Osier became im- 
aued with the futility of medicines, 
baths, 
diets, manipulations and 


other remedies and was known as 
a therapeutic nihilist—arid many 
a wee man since has affected 
similar skepticism of the value of 
;reatment as a cloak for sheer in- 
competence. Therapeutics is the 
science and art of applying reme- 
dies—suggestion, 
exercise, 
sur- 
gery, heat, electricity, serum, drug, 
posture, climate. In the medical 
school curriculum today therapeu- 
ucs is given as much time and con- 
sideration as diagnosis. 


Modern 
diagnosis 
is 
based 
rather on pathological physiology, 
study 
of symptoms, 
functional 
changes which occur as the conse- 
quence of injury, poisoning, strain, 
fatigue, anoxia, exhaustion, infec- 
tion, nutritional deficiency or dis- 
:ase. The physician's interest, for- 
merly centered on the ultimate ef- 
ects of disease, is now engaged 
with causes and beginning of dis- 
ease and hence with protective or 
preventive remedies. 
The old timer diagnosed pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis when signs of 
cavity and hectic fever made it 
certain the patient had—-consump- 
tion. Today the competent physi- 
cian must 
diagnose pulmonary 
tuberculosis when the disease is in 


tlie earliest or incipient stage, be- 
fore the lung has been hopelessly 
damaged, in order to insitute treat- 
ment which wil give a good chance 
for recovery. Modern diagnosis of 
lung tuberculosis is always a mat- 
ter of the physician's opinion, ar- 
rived at only after careful obser- 
vation of the patient for a reason- 
able time and repeated physical ex- 
aminations. It is never a question 
that can be settled by machine. 
Tuberculin test, X-ray picture, bac- 
teriological test, etc., can only con- 
firm the opinion of the physician 
in any case.

The so called insult letter from 
:he Omaha Central Labor union, 
signed by Mace M. Brown, pres- 
ident, and Ernest A. Bowerman, 
secretary, includes, in part, the 
following: 
"Good Friday 1937, by the act 


of the most cowardly group of 
men ever elected to represent the 
people of Nebraska, 
has been 
turned into black Friday by the 
vote on the child labor enabling 
resolution. 
"If you voted against this reso- 


lution you participated in the dirt- 
iest day's work ever done in the 
Nebraska state legislature. 
That 
is saying a good deal but let it 
stand. * * * Are you proud to be 
part of that group of men to give 
these little ones another kick down 
into the utter depths of despair? 
By your failure to request and to 
see that your vote was properly 
recorded, you have placed yourself 
squarely on record as opposed to 
this-great humanitarian measure. 
"Unless we receive from you 
over your signature at once a 
reply that you voted for the 
amendment and will use your best 
efforts to call it up again and pass 
it with a record vote, we shall 
never rest until we have defeated 
you for any public position of trust 
to which you may in the future 
aspire. 
We are awaiting 
your 
reply." 
Senator Slepicka demanded that 
the letter which he received, dupli- 
cate of all others sent to members, 
be read by the chief clerk. 
"The letter is an insult to this 
body," shouted Slepicka. "I chal- 
lenge that Omaha Central Labor 
union. I was against the amend- 
ment and will stay against it." 
Following is the statement re- 
leased by Senator Diers: 
"Yesterday I informed this body 
that I would introduce a motion 
this morning asking that we re- 
consider our action on bill No. 136, 
child labor amendment, for the 
specific purpose of obtaining a roll 
call. This morning I have received 
a letter from Omaha Central Labor 
union which I consider a. scurrilous 
attack and a direct threat to me 
personally as well as to every 
member of this body. I have there- 
fore reconsidered my contemplated 
action and shall not offer the mo- 
tion. I ask that this statement 
be entered in the journal and I 
want it known that I voted in op- 
position to ratification to the pro- 
posed amendment." 
An angry legislature, smarting 
under the labor attack, threatened 
to burn the electric scoreb.oard 
up with "red" votes on Senator 
Dunn's motion to make a com- 
munication from Lincoln Central 
Labor union a matter c* record. 
When it occured to the member- 
ship that the letter in question is 
an eulogy to Senator John Adarhs 
for his efforts on behalf of the 
amendment even tho he failed to 
call for a record vote, the "red" 
votes were canceled and permis- 
sion given. The Lincoln organiza- 
tion included in the letter this 
statement: 
"Get a record vote that all may 
read." 


Mace Brown, president of the 
Omaha organization and presum- 
ably author of the so called "scur- 
rilous" attack, has been prominent 
before standing 
committees on 
labor matters. He appeared on a 
number of occasions before the 
labor • committee concerning^ the 
unemployment insurance bill~now 
pending in committee of the whole. 


In 
order to give Brown and 
other labor leaders a "break" Sen- 
ator Dunn undertook to present on 
the- floor two propositions desired 
by labor: One calling for the pool 
type fund as distinguished from 
the individual reserve type and the 
other making the bill applicable to 
employers of "one or more" in- 
stead of "eight or more" In its 
present form it calls for eight or 
more and sets up the individual 
reserve. 
The present legislative 
mood 
perhaps does not suggest a friend- 
liness to those who sponsored the 
so called attack. 


Five Bills Raised. 


On -motion of Senators Tvrdik 
and Worthing, bills Nos. 119, 120, 
121 and 333, Omaha pension and 
salaries bills dealing with police 
and firemen, were lifted from the 
dead in one sweep. They recently 
were killed by the revenue commit- 
tee 5 to 4. Senator Amos Thomas, 
Omaha, opposed the motion on the 
theory that if Omaha must foot 
the bill the 
people of Omaha 
should vote on the matter. 
The 
motion to revive prevailed 23 to 12. 
Senator Haycock, chairman of 


revenue, then moved that No. 473, 
Lincoln firemen's pension bill, be 
raised. His motion carried 22 to 
14. In spite of determined opposi- 
tion on the part of the Lincoln 
city council, the members of the 
Lancaster 
delegation, 
Senators 
Warner, Comstock and Dunn sup- 
ported the motion. 
The city has taken the position 
that if the firemen or a group of 
them want such legislation their 
proper remedy is to seek, by pe- 
tition, a charter amendment. In 
other words, it is the contention 
that matters purely of local con- 
cern in a 
city 
operating; under 
home rule charter are not the 
business of the legislature but of 
the people.

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attorney general and railway com- 
missioners faced fire before the 
judiciary committee Monday after- 
noon. No action was taken for the 
reason that if a short ballot is to 
be approved, 
committeemen as- 
sume that all eggs may be placed 
in one basket. The Norton short 
ballot bill Is on general file and 
when taken up in debate may be 
amended and reconstructed to suit 
the legislative taste. 
Objections, however, were voiced 
before judiciary against short bal- 
loting to such extent as will cen- 
tralize too much power in the 
governor. Debate on the bills in 
question may apply to the Norton 
bill and any other short ballot 
proposals. Chief argument against 
appointment by the governor of 
the attorney general was that the 
latter is placed on several boards', 
the pardon board among them, of 
which the governor is exofficio 
chairman. Proponents of the two 
bills under discussion suggested 
that the senate will retain ample 
check in that it must ratify. 


Suggestion was made that the 
supreme court name the attorney 
general, also the railway com- 
mission. This opens an entirely 
new and foreign fielS to the court, 
one which perhaps might prove 
distasteful to judges. 


The 
government 
committee 
killed seven bills and reported as 
many out. 
It took no action on 
a measure proposing to limit the 
amount of taxes which may be 
levied against real estate. Backed 
by the Nebraska farm bureau fed- 
eration, the bill would not permit 
more than 10 mills to be levied 
against rural, property nor more 
than 15 mills against urban prop- 
erty. C. B. Steward, former fed- 
eration secretary and chairman of 
the legislative committee. ,told the 
committee that the figures are un- 
important. 


University regents presented a 
problem before the appropriations 
committee in connection with the 
university school of music. This 
was taken over by the institution 
in September, 1930, for $100,000 
of which $90,000 was bonded deft 
and §10,000 cash. Old teacher 
contracts, it was stated, were on 
the 60-40 percent basis, 60 per- 
cent to instructors. Gross receipts 
of $62,000 in 1930 dropped the next 
year to a little more than $40,00" 
which amount has remained more 
or less constant. Because of the 
drop many of the nearly 40 in- 
structors were barely making a 
living. 
University authorities 
changed the percentage basis to 
70-30. Three proposals were sug- 
gested as being under considera- 
tion: 
Permit instructors to receive 100 percent 
thus making it necessary 
to 
subsidize 
maintenance. 
Reduce 
the 
staff 
and 
pay 
straight 
salaries. 


Nothing concrete, however, had 
been •determined by the regents. 
They will appear with reorganiza- 
tion plan Friday. "You've ;?ot en- 
tirely too many instructors—-more 
than you need," said Chairman 
Frank J. Brady. 


'" 
Trims Teachers Pension. 


With amendments which trim 
down the teachers retirement bill, 
No. 138, until the state assumes 
none of the matching of funds 
paid in by teachers, the committee 
on education voted to recommend 
the measure for general file. This 
step wag arrived at after the com- 
mittee had been in session three 
hours holding hearings on other 
bills. The committee comprises 
Schultz, chairman; Carlson, Cars- 
ten, R. Johnson, Neubauer, Nuern- 
berger, 
Pizer, 
Reynolds, 
and 
Slepicka. 
Bill 112, by Brodecky and Miller, 


was recommended for general file 
with amendments. As originally 
drawn this measure prohibited un- 
der penalty the placing of any 
questions of any nature or form to 
be asked of applicants for teacher 
positions In public schools relative 
to their religious affiliations. As 
amended the bill makes it unlaw- 
ful to prepare or deliver any ques- 
tionnaire, employment application, 
or information blank to any ap- 
plicant for teacher position if such 
blanks shall contain any inquiry 
or reference to the religious affilia- 
tion or religious belief of the ap- 
plicant. As one member of the 
committee explained, the amend- 
ment will not prohibit a school 
board member from personally in- 
terviewing an applicant about re- 
ligious affiliation.

in a 
family transported by 
parents for distance In excess of three miles 
when children live more than three miles 
from school.

The appropriations committee 
sent to general file a bill setting 
aside $53,000 of tax funds for the 
establishment at Broken Bow of a 
vocational trade and industrial 
school for men and boys. 
Senator Haycock of Callaway, 
author of the bill, and other pro- 
ponents, 
said 
the 
idea 
was 
prompted by the lack of skilled 
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labor in the huilding trade and 
Broken Bow was selected as the 
site because "it is centrally lo- 
cated." 


Bills Reported

Judiciary reported out five bills 
including 555, by Senator Carpen- 
ter, sponsored by Municipal Judge 
Polk who appeared in its behalf.

He 
must continue being careful about 
these thing's and must avoid over- 
sating.

iiealth is very important to the suf- 
terer from diabetes, as it is to 
sverybody else.

the advice and supervision of a 
physician. It should never be taken 
without his instruction, and only 
Ifter he has determined the extent 
ind degree of the disease. This is 
iccomplished by careful study of 
the blood and urine.

Ct permits the patient to continue 
with his usual activities without 
fear of evil consequences. 


I trust that the introduction of

Blame Exceptional Weather 


for Increases. 


CHICAGO. (UP). Exceptional 
weather 
drawing 
an 
unusual 


amount of highway traffic prob- 
ably was responsible for a 24 per- 
cent increase in accident fatali- 
ties last month, the national safety 
council said. The council reported 
2,350 traffic deaths in February, 
compared to 3,150 in January. The 
February total was 24 percent 
higher than in 1936, and the total 
for the first two months this year 
was 5,500, compared to 4,450 last 
year. 
Among1 81 cities of more 
than 100,000 population, only 19 
reported fewer deaths up to March 
1 than in 1936. Reduced death to- 
tals for the January-February pe- 
riod were reported by 12 states:
